Not 
qui te one year -,ince my husband and I 
came among the Brethren here, the re were 
only about a dozen of them then, with no 
house to worship in. No wonder they 
sometimes felt discouraged. But they 
were very much in earnest and were not 
ashamed of the doctrine or afraid to work. 
So with the help of our German Baptist 
brethren and the blessings of God we now 
have a neat house of worship costing 
about $2000 clear of debt, and a member- 
ship oi twenty-three. 

We started our Sunday-school with the 
new year, havíng an attendance of about 
one hundred and a splendid out look for 
a good school. Als>o have prayer-meeting 
on Friday night. Our preaching services 
are held alternately with the German Bap- 
tist brethren while the Sunday-school and 
prayer-meetings are held in union with 
them. On the day after closing our meet- 
ings we held a business meeting and the 
church here called my husband, J. R. 
Kimmel, to the full ministry and to preach 
for them for one year; he had been 
preaching for sorae time, but had only 
been ordained to the office of a deacon. 
Brother George Woodhead was also called 
to the deacon's office. Brother Wiltfe 
Stout being the only deacon we had, he 
felt that he needed help and we feel that 
he will find very efficient help in Brother 
Woodhead, and hope they will prové a 
blessing to our church. We feel that we 
have been greatly blessed and ask an in- 
terest in your prayers brethren and sisters, 
that we may continue faithful. Your sis-
